Ably Defended by Attorney General 


Harlan In Icleaia* Cn»e. 


Considerable has been said regarding 


the eon. it-lion of Organizer Iglesias 
end iiher union men in I'orto Itico for 
trying to U-tu-r th<- condition of the 
workers on that island and their subse- 
o.if!it release, but httle has been, said 
of how the ri-ic.isi- vf tbese men was 
brought about. 


To James S. Ilarian, attorney general 


of the L'fcin-d States {• r I'orto Itico. is 
due the credit for the U.s charge of the 
accused. \Vhea an nypea! was taken to 
the supreme court of I*oi to Kico, Attor- 
ney Central l!nr!aii rendered an opin- 
ion to EiaiSio del Toro, fiscal of the 
c«urt at S::n Juan, in which be clearly 
showed that the sentence of the men 
was illegal and not at a!! in conformity 
with the laws of the United States, 
setting forth the distinction between 
violence and breach of the laws and 
the right to assemble together In an 
association and that the latter right 
should not be curtailed. The salient 
points raised in the opinion of Mr. 
Harlan follow and establish a prece- 
dent which labor in this country hails 
with satisfaction, no doubt: 


It appears from the record In the casa 


that at the time of the change of money 
In the Island, when Spanish money ceased 
to be current and the national currency 
took its place, it was resolved at a meet- 
ins of the members of the Federaclon 
Libre to make a general demand for a 
considerable increase In wages. In order 
to give effect to this resolution the asso- 
ciation appointed an arbitration commit- 
tee. The employers refused to comply 
with these demands of. the workingmen, 
and as a result of this state of affairs 
there arose some disorder and acts of 
violence. 


You are familiar with the terms of the 


sentence of the district court o£ San Juan, 
by which certain members of the associa- 
tion were sentenced to terms of imprison- 
ment varying from four months and twen- 
ty days in jail to three years, four months 
and eight days in prison. It is not neces- 
sary, therefore, to refer to the sentence in 
detail. As I understand it, the court has 
attached criminal responsibility to mere 
participation in connection with subse- 
quent acts of violence in a meeting at 
which nothing further was done than to re- 
solve to make a demand for higher wages. 
More than this, the expediente in this of- 
fice shows that the explanation of the sen- 
tence of three years, four months and eight 
days against the principal defendant. San- 
tiago Iglesias. is that he upon a vote of 
the court was held to be the founder of 
the society in question. The court seems 
to have considered from all the facts !n 
the case that it constituted two connected 
offenses, one of being members of an ille- 
gal association and the other being partic- 
ipants In what la referred to by the court 
'as a conspiracy to raise the price of labor 


Although I concur with you in enter- 


taining considerations oi deference for the 
decisions of the judges of that court, nev- 
ertheless I am of the opinion that the 
judgment announced by it has the charac- 
ter ia its effective result of an abridgment 
of personal liberty. The right to assemble 
peaceably together for mutual consulta- 
tion and for joint endeavor In an orderly 
manner to better social conditions is sure- 
ly fundamental. If any Spanish law in 
Porto Rico in terms Impairs this right, in 
my judgment it has lot.t its force and be- 
come a nullity with the change of sover- 
eignty. Such a law ia contrary to our 
form of government. 


For these reasons I am of the opinion 
that it ia In the interest of pubuc justice 
to admit on the argument this morning 
that the recourse of cassation is well talc- 
en. I so request. 


In expressing these views to you I am 


sure that jou will fully appreciate that I 
draw a clear distinction between violence 
and breach of the laws and the right to 
assemble together in an association in the 
manner set forth in this record. In m\ 
judgment, the latter right should not be 
curtailed, while violence should be st«rnly 
repressed upon all occasions. 
Breach of 


the law and physical violence can never 
be tolerated in any well organized com- 
munity as a means of enforcing demands 
of this or of any other character.

RURAL ROUTE POSTAL BOXES. 


The postmaster-general has issued 


an order in regard to rural free deliv- 
ery service, which is in the interest of 
safety and economy for all its patrons. 
Oeober, ail those who desire the free 
It is to the effect that belore the 1st of 
rural delivery service must provide 
themselves with suitable boxes for the 
reception of the mail. And by suitable 
boxes is meant those which are accord- 
ing to the specifications already recom- 
mended by the iVipartment, thousands 
of which are already in use throughout 
the country. 


The objection which has been raised 


by many and which has hindered th-e 
development of the system, was that 
the "approved" free 
delivery 
boxes 


could only be obtained from the gov- 
ernment agents, and that the charges 
for the same were excessive. 
But 


under the new regulation this difficulty 
is obviated, inasunuch as no govern- 
ment officers can handle such goods 
hereafter, the officials being prohibited 
from engaging in the sale, or acting 
as agents for suoh boxes. They may 


procured anywhere, and from any 


manufacturer,, the only requirement 
i>(?mg that they be constructed accord- 
ing to certain specifications as to size 
stamped "approved by the postmaeter- 
general." 


Such a stamp on the box protects it 


from marauders to the limit, the re- 
cent law providing that tampering 
with a mail box on a free delivery 
route shall IK- regarded as a criminal 
offense. 


The boxes are simple in construc- 


tion, durable nud water tight, and in 
expensive and those who receive their 
mail In the country by this method ol 
delivery can lee-l a.s secure In regard to 
the most Important documents as thost 
who have the advantage of a private 
box in the city )«>Htoffice. The new or 
der ought to. and doubtless will greatly 
extend the Hco]>e of the fre.e rural de- 
livery, us It will solve a vexing 
tlon for our frlemlH In the <-ountiy.

Some Distance From The Beau 


Diver Michael Hurley came in from 


the Shoals this forenoon at 10:30. He 
appeared none the worse foi his ardu- 
ous duty and said that ho wa-j feeling 
finely. 


"I have heard it said since I c^me 


in", said he, " that I was autbbiity for 
the statement that the sheets of the 
sunken boat were fastened. 
I have 


made no such statement. The sheets 
and all the other rigging of the boat 
had been dragged out of her long be- 
fore I went down, by the grappling 
irons of the fishermen. 


"The boat is badly pulled to pieces, 


but it would cost little to raise her, if 
the owners so desired. Take and pull 
out the ballast and the boat 
would 


come to the surface of its own ac- 
cord. 


"Did I see any fish? Yes, lots of 


them. A number of big dogfish tried to 
mtikc friends with me, but I frightened 


m away. Gunners, sculpins 
and 


shell fish were numerous and occa- 
sionally a big cod fish would loom up 
in the distance. Where the boat went 
down the bottom is pretty smooth, but 
inshore it is very rough and covered 
with kelp about twelve feet in length. 
With the exception of the last body I 
.sent them all to the surface by means 
of a rope, but the last body was light 
and as I was going to the surface my- 
sell. I took it under my arm. 


"The body of Miss Marshall was 


close to the boat, but the others were 
quite a distance away. The water is 
about sixty tcet deep where the boat 
lies Saturday I could see very well on 
the bottom, but Sunday the weather 
was bad tor the work. I could see only 
a few feet in either direction."

Portsmouth Artist Finishes Best Por- 


trait Ever Made of John D. Long. 


What is said to be the best portrait 


ever made of Hon. John D. Long has 
just been finished for presentation by 
the former secretary of the navy to 
the library which he last year gave his 
native town of Bucksport, Me.
